are chiefly responsible, because we used lo talk about "renting" a 
telephone, and even bill subscribers for "monthly rental." 
Conse- 


quently the mind of the average subscriber is still focussed on the 
telephone inslrumenl as the controlling factor of telephone service. 


While the telephone instrument is indispensable, il is only one of 


more than a hundred essential parts of telephone equipment. Lacking 
any of Ihese parts, a (clephone switchboard would be as indicative as 
an automobile wilhoul ils carbuerlor. 


Some of Ihese parts are made by ourselves; others by dozens of 


specially manufacturers in various parts of the country. We could 
increase production if we could get (lie raw material and Ihe trans- 
portation. 
But with labor troubles in Ihe wire-drawing mills came a 


shortage of the copper wire necessary* for cable and switchboards. 
Scarcity of paper caused almost a famine of the special kind of paper 
necessary for the insulalion of Ihese copper wives in Iherahks. And 
(hen came freight embargoes, following railroad labor [roubles, so lhal 
for llirec weeks this summer one of the largest cable manufacturing 
plants in the country had lo shut down because if could neither get Ihe' 
necessary raw material into ils plant nor. the much wanted finish:'.!
